were  occupied  by  newspaper  reporters 
and  lawyara.  Further  out  toward  the 
center  of  the  room  space  was  reserved 
•for  the  friends  of  those  directly  concern¬ 
ed  in  the  trial,  and  who,  as  fast  as  they 
arrived,  were  ushered  to  their  assigned 
places  and  provided  with  seats.  At  1 1 
o'clock  Judge  Neilaon  took  his  seat,  and 
with  him  came  a  number  of  distinguish¬ 
ed  straugers  who  were  shown  to  seats  on 
the  platform.  Mr.  Beecher  and  his  fam 
ily  came  in  at  about  the  same  time.  Af¬ 
ter  Mrs.  Beecher,  with  her  danghter  and 
ton*  were  seated  near  the  center  of  the 
room,  the  defendant  walked  past  the  jury 
box  and  took  the  witnesa’  chair.  Theo¬ 
dora  Tilton  anil  Francis  Moulton  came 
in  a  few  minutes  later,  seating  themselves 
at  the  end  of  a  long  table  abont  a  doeen 
feet  away  from  the  witness’  stand.  Til¬ 
ton's  countenance  aud  demeanor  plainly 
disclosed  absorbing  interest  in  this 
affair  of  l»ik  life.  Moulton  appeared  leas 
concerned,  and  eyid^btly,  from  his  sp 
pearauce  is  not  a  mau  to  brood  over 
troubles.  The  three  principal  actors,  as 
seen  together  in  the  Court  Hoorn,  pre¬ 
sented  a  most  remarkable  trio. 

At  leugth  the  court  proceedings  began. 

Mr.  Evarta  was  the  catechist,  and  Mr. 
Beechsr's  answers  were  a  constant  series 
of  solemn  denials  and  point-blank  con¬ 
tradictions  of  the  testimony  heretofore 
given  by  his  accusers.  These  denials 
wera  remarkable  for  concise  language 
and  for  clear,  emphatic  utterance.  One 
noteworthy  incident  of  the  morning  was 
an  argument  on  the  admission  of  certain 
testimony,  iu  which  passionate  speeches 
were  made  by  counsel  on  both  si  let. 
Evarts  opened  the  contest,  speaking  with 
great  care  and  deliberation.  He  was  very 
-earueal,  even  to  the  iy>iut  of  acerbity. 
Fullerton,  on  the  other  hand  was  ex 
tremely  polite  and  suasive  in  address¬ 
ing  the  Court.  Beach  was  boldly 
aggressive,  and  i»is  votco  rang  through 
the  Court  room  in  trumpet  tones,  wheu. 
almost  facing  the  defendant,  he  aeked 
his  Honor  “by  what  principle  of  law  the 
parties  inculpated  might,  by  subsequent 
conference-  between  themselves,  fubri 
cate  and  produce  explanations  to  the 
accusing  evidence.”  Mr.  Beecher  was 
Tery  perceptibly  affected  by  these  severe  ^ 
‘  personal  allusions.  The  ruling  of  the 
judge  left  tl«®  defense  at  liberty  to  re 
fer  to  the  subsequent  interviews  between 
Mr.  Beecher  and  Mrs.  Tilton,  but  with¬ 
out  stating  conversation.  After  this 
argument,  which  occupied  over  an  hour, 
the  interrogations  and  answers  went  oa 
uninterruptedly,  the  plaintiff's  lawyers 

,lv  making  objections  when  Mr.  Beech 

grew  argumentative  in  his  elaborate 
explanation. 

All  this  great  controversy,  from  the 
evidence  that  has  been  given  on  each 
side,  is  now  narrowed  down  to  the  sin¬ 
gle  question  of  adultery  or  conspiracy. 

To  hear  the  solemn  declarations  of  Mr. 

Beecher  and  to  remember  that  they  are 
diametrically  opposed  to  those  made  by 
tb®  other  side,  leads  one  to  the  sad  con¬ 
clusion  that  this  court  room  has  been 
made  a  theatre  of  crime  which  is  fearful 
to  contemplate—  perjury  of  the  most 
appalling  kind  on  one  side  or  the  other. 
The  explanatory  testimony  of  Mr.  Beech¬ 
er,  given  with  such  fearlessness,  s^poa- 
ae'iaion  and  lucidness  goes  far  to es¬ 
tablishing  the  belief  in  his  innoc^hce. 
What  his  cross-examination  will  rcveul, 
remains  yet  to  be  seen.  Bi^t  it  is  the 
devout  hope  of  thousand*  that  he  wilF 
prove  himself  equal  to  th#  oideal,  and 
come  out  of  it  entirely  exculpated,  albeit 
it  must  consign  his  accusers  to  the  deep¬ 
est  disgrace  and  infamy.

seh,  heaped  bale  upon  bale,  iu  various 
sliudes.  The  origiuul  silk  is  spun  w 
brown,  and  is  so  durable  that  years  of 
wear  are  scarcely  sufficient  to  destroy  its 
rough  texture.  But  to  those  who  have 
dresses  of  this  or  any  other  India  silk  a 
word  of  caution  ;  never  snhject  them  to 
the  action  of  hot  water, for  their  strength
